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EMA director cautions that COVID-19 
numbers are trending up for county

A caution James Brown, 
Coffee County EMA direc- 
tor, painted a concerning 
picture Monday, July 13, re- 
garding COVID-19 
numbers during the Coffee 
County Commission meet- 
ing held in New Brockton. 

“According to the ADPH 
[Alabama Department of 
Public Health] risk tracker, 
Coffee County is in the very 
high risk category now, as is 
most of the wiregrass area,” 
Brown said Monday morn- 


ing. 

As of Monday morning, 
Brown said the county had 
a cumulative count of 429 
total cases of COVID-19 re- 
ported [that number was up 
to 453 as of Tuesday after-

noon]. He said of the total 
number that 91 were active 
cases. 

“Tf you remember we had 
been holding steady at 40- 
50 active daily cases,” 
Brown said. “Now, we are 
at 90-100 daily active cases 
in Coffee County. So, our 
active cases have basically 
doubled.” 

He said the county had in- 
creased by 85 cases over the 
past 14 days while state- 
wide the number of cases 
had increased by 16,520 
over the last 14 days. 

“About 13 percent of 
those tested are coming 
back positive,” Brown said. 
“The state wants that 


number to be below 10 per- 
cent.” 
He added that according

to CDC guidelines for reo- 
pening everything back to 
‘how it was’ before 
COVID-19, the percentage 
of positive cases needs to be 
below 5 percent. 

“We are more than double 
where we need to be,” 
Brown said. 

He said many people are 
saying they believe the pos- 
itive cases are increasing 
because the number of those 
being tested is increasing. 
However, Brown said the 
numbers do not support that 
theory. 

“The positivity rate 
should stay the same no 
matter how many tests are 
performed,” Brown said. 
“It’s not. It [the positivity 
rate] is growing.” 

He said hospitalizations 
also are on the rise for those 
infected with the virus with

Two teacher hires also 
were approved by board 
members. Kevin Bond was 
hired as a teacher at Kinston 
while Kevin Kodya was 
hired as a teacher at New 
Brockton High School. 

Regarding support per- 
sonnel, the board revised 
the custodian contract for 
Kayla Deal [Zion Chapel] 
from a 10-month contract to 
a 12-month contract. 

The board also approved 
Theresa Hughes as a bus 
driver at New Brockton 
Schools. 

Prior to the conclusion of 
the meeting, Killingworth 
said there were still a few 
personnel spots to be filled 
before the start of the school 
year in August. He told 
board members he would 
probably as for a called 
meeting in a couple of 
weeks to handle those 
matters along with some 


other things. 

Last Thursday’s meeting 
included a 20-25 minute ex- 
ecutive session in which 
board attorney James Tar- 
box certified was necessary 
to allow for discussion of 
good name and character of 
a person associated with the 
school system, and to dis- 
cuss safety and procedures 
for those associated with the 
system. Upon returning 
from the executive session 
board president Brian 
McLeod said no action was 
taken during the executive 
session, and the board did 
not take any action after re- 
turning to the open meeting 
either. 

Killingsworth said the 
reopening plan for schools 
is a complete as it could be 
currently; however, he said 
this is live working doc- 
ument and things will 
change before school starts 
as well as throughout the 
school year due to the coro- 
navirus pandemic. He said 


changes would be necessary 
as guidance is delivered to 
local systems from state of- 
ficials. 

“Every aspect of school 
has changed,” Killing- 
sworth said. “This will be 
something we all are experi- 
encing for the very first 
time together, and because 
of the pandemic, school will 
not look like it ever has be- 
fore.” 

The super said he realizes 
it is frustrating for everyone 
because things are changing 
constantly and so rapidly, 
but he said he assures all 
that the county school sys- 
tem is developing the best 
plan it could to move for- 
ward starting Aug. 10th 
when students return to the 
classrooms, 

“We have done some 
training already with our 
staff, but we are going to do 
more training on safety, san- 
itation, etc. before the stu-

As the school year gets closer and closer our grandson 
Lawson all of the sudden isn’t quite so sure he is ready to 
head back. He has said for months that he is ready to go 
back, but that has now changed that while he is looking for- 
ward to seeing his friends, he really isn’t ready for school. 
After being out since late March due to health concerns, it 
is time to get back to school and resume learning. 


For what it is worth.... 


*** Alabama High School Athletic Association ex- 
ecutive director Steve Savarese reported last week in a 
newspaper interview that ona scale of 1-10 he was “10 pos- 
itive” the fall sports in the state would start on time. He ad- 
mitted that COVID-19 stats change on a daily basis and 
could lead to a change, but the state sports head felt that the 
football and volleyball seasons would start as scheduled on 
August 20. He added that while the virus will be around for 
quite a while, the goal of the AHSAA and its member 
schools is to mitigate the risks to all involved, including 
fans. When asked about fans, he insisted that would be a 
decision made by the local schools, or health departments, 
but expected fans to be in the bleachers when the seasons 
kick off. He had earlier hinted that the coaches/players box 
would be extended to give those on the sidelines more 
room, and that admission to the sidelines would be strictly 
enforced, In the interview last week, Savarese also stated 
that there would probably be no handshakes or high fives 
between players. It may look different, but for now it looks 
like the season will start on time. 

** The Atlanta Braves released their sixty-game sched- 
ule last week and the Braves better be ready to play when 
they take the field since they will play twenty straight games 
to open the season before getting a day off, and have only 
six days off the entire season. The Braves will open the sea- 
son on the road against the Mets on July 24 as part of a 
three-game series, and are set to close the abbreviated sea- 
son on Sept. 27 with a three-game home series against the 
Boston Red Sox. The schedule includes ten games against 
each team in their own division, with the remaining twenty 
games against teams from the American League East, in- 
cluding six games against the Red Sox and four against the 
Yankees. I’m sure Braves fans hope the season will get off 
to a better start than did the beginning of pre-season drills, 
since four players (including two All-Stars) tested positive 
for COVID-19, two other players (both former All-Stars) 
opted to sit out the season for health concerns, and one 
coach also decided to sit out the season. Nothing is set in 
stone due to the ever-changing landscape of COVID-19, but 
it already looks like the 2020 season is going to interesting. 

*** T know that professional sports are a big money 
business, but for the life of me I can’t see how any one 
players can be worth over $3 million per game! That’s what 
the numbers came out to recently when Kansas City Chiefs 
quarterback Patrick Mahomes signed a 10-year, $503 mil- 
lion contract with the Chiefs. The salary, the biggest ever 
in the history of professional sports, includes $477 million 
in guaranteed money, which means he can earn that salary 
even if he never takes another snap. Mahomes led the 
Chiefs to their first Super Bow title in fifty years last season 
in only his second season as a starter, and has obviously 
convinced the Kansas City front office that it cannot win 
without him. With the COVID-19 virus putting all sports in 
somewhat of a ‘wait and see’ mode, the new contract seems 
a little crazy to me. I’m sorry, but I will never believe that 
any professional athlete in any sport will ever be worth $3 
million per game. 

*** Now that the dominos have started to fall in the 
world of college football many fans and so-called experts 
have doubts there will even be a season. Okay, I know that 
the Big 10 and PAC 12 have decided to play just conference 
opponents, which wiped out a lot of highly publicized 
match-ups, and that as an independent Notre Dame had

consin, but it is still a big money industry and cannot be- 
lieve the entire season will be called off. One fact that 
caught my eye was that Brigham Young and Hawaii have 
both seen their first four games of the season cancelled and 
will now not open the season until October. Wow! I don’t 
think anybody really cared when the Ivy League, Central 
Intercollegiate Athletic Association and Southern Intercol- 
legiate Athletic Conference all cancelled all fall sports, in- 
cluding football.

Brantley’s Leanna Johnson ranked as the 
sixth best D1 college pitcher in the nation 


Former Brantley Lady 
Bulldog softball standout 
Leanna Johnson has con- 
tinued her pitching success 
during her two-year career 
at Troy University and re- 
cently made national head- 
lines when she was chosen 
as the nation’s sixth best di- 
vision | collegiate pitcher 
by Softball Pitcher Ana- 
lytics. 

The analytical rankings 
are based on three cate- 
gories — zone control, pitch 
ability and durability. 
Johnson, who pitched 94 of 
the Lady Trojans 151 total 
innings played during the 
abbreviated 2020 season, 
owned the strike zone and 
was ranked sixth nationally 
in strikeouts with 137, while 
holding opponents to a .153 
batting average. 

“I am so proud of 
Leanna,” said Lady Trojan 
head coach Beth Mullins, in 
a published article. “She is 
such a competitor and just a 
true Trojan through and 
through. I am really excited 
to get back out there with 
her and this team and com- 
pete in the upcoming sea- 
son.” 

Johnson has already 
etched her name into Troy’s 
single-season record book 
in victories, strikeouts and 
shutouts, and was on track 
to topple her 2019 shutout 
record after opening the 
past season with seven shut- 
outs, which ranked first na- 
tionally. 

While at Brantley High 


School, Johnson led the 
Lady Bulldogs to four state 
championships (2014, 2015, 
2016, 2018), was named the 
Class 1A Player of the Year 
three times, was the 2018 
Gatorade Player of the Year, 
and in 2018 was named 
“Miss Softball’ in the state. 
Her career numbers at 
Brantley included 162 wins; 
1, 714 strikeouts; 29 no- 


hitters; and, 6 perfect 
games. 
During her freshman sea- 


son at Troy, she posted 25 
wins, including seven shut- 
outs, recorded a 2.19 earned 
run average, and in 217.1 


innings inside the circle re- , 


coded 231 strikeouts. Her 
banner season earned her 
Sun Belt Conference 
‘Freshman of the Year’ 


honors, as well as being 
named first team All-Sun 
Belt Conference and second 
team NFCA South Region. 
Before the 2020 season 
was stopped, Johnson had 
recorded an 11-3 record, 
owned a 1.71 earned run 
average, had pitched 10 
complete games and in 94 
innings of work had already 
recorded 137 strikeouts. 


New pier at Gulf Shore’s Gulf State Park is ready to open

Lamar Pendergrass be- 
lieves in the old saying that 
good things come to those 
who wait. 

The timing of the ren- 
ovations to Gulf State Park 
Pier is not what was 
planned, but Pendergrass 
assures everyone it will be 
worth the wait. 

“This is going to be what 
sets the example for any 
pier that is built on the Gulf 
of Mexico,” said Pender- 
grass, Alabama State Parks 
South Region Operations 
Supervisor. “If people want 
to see something that is 
state-of-the-art and done the 
right way, this is where they 
need to be.” 

The $2.4 million ren- 
ovation of one of the pre- 
mier piers on the Gulf of 
Mexico is expected to be 
completed in July after all 
the decking and handrails 
have been replaced as the 
major part of the ren- 
ovations. 

“The problems with the 
wood we’ve had in the past 
are rot and deterioration, the 
effects of weather and the 
elements over time,” Pen- 
dergrass said. 

The treated pine timber 
on top of the pier decking is 
showing severe wear and 
tear with splintering and 
erosion to the point of being 
unsafe. 

“Tt’s not just the top; it’s 
the understructure,” Pender- 
grass said. “The understruc- 
ture is pine also, and it’s 
rotten too. We have nothing 
to screw the deck boards 
into. Even with 3-inch 
screws, the joists are too 
deteriorated to get the board 
secured. There’s nothing 
left to hold the board down. 


“For practicality and 
safety issues, we couldn’t 
delay this process any 
longer.” 

Instead of composite ma- 
terial, a sustainably sourced 
Brazilian hardwood called 
ipe (pronounced eepay) was 
chosen for the decking and 
top boards on the handrails. 

“TIpe is very, very dense 
and very hard,” Pendergrass 
said. “It has to be predrilled 
to secure to the joists. You 
can’t just drive a screw into 
it.” 

Pendergrass said ipe has a 
projected lifespan of 30 
years compared to 10 years 
for the treated pine that is 
being replaced. 

“Ipe doesn’t flake or be- 
come brittle and splinter up 
on you like the pine will,” 
he said. “It’s much harder to 
cut into, which should alle- 
viate some of the incidents 
where people like to cut 
their names into the hand- 
rail or cut bait on the hand- 
rails. That means less wear 
and tear and less time our 
staff will have to use to 
change out boards and 
tails.” 

Instead of the top boards 
on the handrails lying flat, 
the boards are tilted to pre- 
vent anglers and visitors 
from leaving material on 
top of the handrails, and 


Pendergrass hopes it will 
discourage birds like gulls 
and pelicans from using the 
handrails as perches. 

“With the flat boards, we 
were constantly having to 
clean them and wash them 
down,” Pendergrass said. 
“This will make it a lot eas- 
ier for us to maintain.” 

Renovations include en- 
tirely new lighting at the 
pier. The current pier light- 
ing, also turtle friendly, in- 
cludes 35-watt 
low-pressure sodium and 
18-watt high-pressure so- 
dium lights, which are ob- 
solete. 

The light poles that cur- 
rently extend about 18 feet 
above the decking will be 
replaced with poles that are 
about 10 feet tall. The new 
lights will be LED lights 
that are turtle-friendly and 
have six-inch shields to 
block portions of the light 
beam.Pendergrass knows 
that some dedicated pier an- 
glers were not too happy 
when the scheduled work 
on the pier was delayed 
from last winter to this 
summer. He said it couldn’t 
be avoided. 

“In a perfect world, we 
would have started this 
work in January,” he said. 
“That is what we had in- 
tended to do. Then we were 


contacted by NOAA (Na- 
tional Oceanographic and 
Atmospheric Administra- 
tion) that they were going to 
require a biological opinion 
on this pier to assess impact 
on endangered species.” 

Normally, a biological 
opinion takes about a year 
to complete. Pendergrass 
said Conservation Commis- 
sioner Chris Blankenship 
shepherded the opinion pro- 
cess, and the opinion was is- 
sued in just a few months. 

“The Commissioner 
really worked hard to get 
this done,” Pendergrass 
said. 

“Visiting the Gulf State 
Park Pier is almost a rite of 
passage for people who 
come to Gulf Shores,” said 
Commissioner Blankenship 
when the work began earlier 
this year. “Because it is such 
an important part of our 
park, we are absolutely ded- 
icated to maintaining the 
pier and ensuring it is safe 
and accessible to our many 
thousands of guests. We 
also want to make it is as 
environmentally friendly as 
possible for sea turtles and 
other wildlife.” 

Pendergrass admitted 
Gulf State Park was losing 
significant revenue from the 
pier during the summer 
months, but it couldn’t be 
avoided. 

“We didn’t have a choice 
but to shut the pier down 
when we did,” he said. “We 
had to shut it down for the 
safety of the anglers and 
visitors. 

“We literally couldn’t 
keep up with the repairs. We 
were changing boards out 
every day, and we were 
dealing with the old light- 
ing as well.” 

In addition, the pier will 
get a new and vastly im- 
proved fish-cleaning sta- 
tion.

over 1,000 COVID-19 
patients reported as cur- 
rently in hospitals statewide. 
He said two weeks ago, that 
number was approximately 
600 COVID hospital pa- 
tients per day. 

Taking all these numbers 
into account, Brown said his 
office as well as others ac- 
ross the state have started 
making plans of ‘what to 
do’ if the hospitals get over- 
tun again with patients. 

“Here in Coffee County, 
we are going by CDC rec- 
ommendations and are try- 
ing to be proactive,” Brown 
said. “We always plan for 
the worst-case scenario.” 

And, while he said Mon- 
day’s 429 cumulative cases 
for Coffee County was still 
just 9/10 of 1 percent of the 
population, the trend up- 
ward is still concerning. 

“Tf our percentages go up 
to 2-3 percent of our pop- 
ulation with 10-12 percent 
of those patients hospital- 
ized, that’s too much for our 
hospitals,” Brown said. “We 
do not want to panic 
anyone. We are just being 
cautious but planning for the 
worst case scenario.” 

Brown said if citizens 
would simply listen to the 
guidelines and recommen- 
dations being put out by 
health officials - such as so- 
cial distancing, wearing face 
masks, sanitizing regularly, 
etc. — that there won’t be a
